hle heat. They leave their homes and rush 
od to dingy attics and meagre fare in the 
country, where the 
thermometers are 
scarce and weather reports come iu but 
once a week, and delude themselves with 
the notion that they have found a cool 
place. 
They go down and wander on the 
blazing saudi by the seashore, or con- 
gregateou the desolate expanse of hotel 
piazzas, in the vain hope ol escaping the 
effects of the remorseless mercury in the 
tiny tube. It is only necessary to note 
the effect ol thermometers upon the or­ 
dinary citizen to he convinced that they 
beget the most deplorable delusions and 
cause an immense amount of discomfort. 
No sooner does one s eye catch a glimpse 
of the slender metallic column crawling 
among the nineties than it has a wild and 
unnatural glare, aud the lorebcad is suf­ 
fused by an unhealthy moisture. The suf­
